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Legislative update 


THE BSA WORKS CLOSELY with AIA Central Massachusetts and Western Massachusetts AIA to ensure all three chapters 
speak with one voice—through AIA Massachusetts—on matters relating to legislative and regulatory advocacy. Membership 


dues help support these important advocacy efforts. 


With more than 6,400 bills filed during the Massachusetts state legislature 2009 session, the AIA Massachusetts Legislative 
Affairs Committee (LAC) has been especially busy. The following is a brief summary of some of the 80-plus bills being tracked. 


HB 1769/SB 1806—An act amending the Mechanic's Lien Law 

Both bills are currently before the Joint Committee on Judiciary 

The LAC has proposed an amendment to M.G.L. c. 254, Liens on 
Buildings and Land, the Massachusetts Mechanic's Lien statute. The 
amendment would allow licensed design professionals—architects, 
engineers, land surveyors and licensed site professionals—to lien prop- 
erty when the owner or developer fails to pay for agreed-upon services. 

Design work is often the first work performed on a project. Liens 
placed by design professionals would enable them to serve as “the 
canary in the coal mine”: an early warning to other project partici- 
pants, such as contractors and trades, that an owner/developer fails 
and refuses to pay invoices. This would allow small businesses, such 
as plumbers and electricians, to avoid troubled projects or unscrupu- 
lous owners/developers who have no intention of paying their fees and 
costs. The amendment also would bring Massachusetts in line with the 
37 other states that allow licensed design professionals to place a lien on 
property. 

On October 15, the LAC testified before the Joint Committee on 
Judiciary in support of both HB 1769 and SB 1806. The LAC is currently 
working with the two Judiciary Committee chairs to ensure the bills 
are reported out favorably from their committee. 


HB 45/HB 3600—An act relative to the Architectural Access Board 
Both bills are currently before the Joint Committee on Public Safety and 
Homeland Security 
This bill amends provisions relative to the Architectural Access 
Board, including board membership regulations; amends provision so 
buildings not generally in public use pursuant to the Americans with 
Disabilities Act Accessibility Guidelines are accessible to, functional 
for and safe for use by persons with disabilities; repeals provision that 
had exempted parking lots with fewer than 15 spaces from reserving 
parking spaces for vehicles of handicapped persons; applies various 
regulations that had applied to buildings to also apply to facilities; 
defines “facility”; and repeals provisions that had exempted parking 
garages and lots with a capacity of fewer than 15 automobiles from the 
definition of buildings open to public use. 

On July 9 and October 21, the LAC testified in support of amend- 
ments for both bills. 


HB 262—An act relative to the certification of interior designers 

The bill is currently before the Joint Committee on Consumer Protection 
and Professional Licensure 

This bill, filed by the Massachusetts Interior Design Coalition, would 
allow any individual who has passed the interior design examination 
administered by the National Council for Interior Design Qualification 
to use the title “certified interior designer.” It would establish a new 


board within the Division of Professional Licensure to oversee the col- 
lection of fees and to review applicants’ qualifications for certification 
and would allow it to levy fines on individuals for provisional viola- 
tions. 

On May 19, the LAC testified before the Joint Committee on 
Consumer Protection and Professional Licensure in opposition to HB 
262. Attempts to impose new regulations on the practice of interior 
design have been successfully opposed by the LAC for more than 10 
years. Due to life-safety concerns, conflicts of interest, ethics and 
grandfathering issues, this bill has also been opposed by the Federation 
of Massachusetts Building Commissioners and Inspectors and the 
Massachusetts Fire Chiefs Association. 


HB 2999—An act recognizing the profession of interior designers to 
bid on state contracts 

The bill is currently before the Joint Committee on State Administration 
and Regulatory Oversight 

This bill, filed by the Massachusetts Interior Design Coalition, autho- 
rizes interior design professionals to bid on state and subdivision pub- 
lic works projects; articulates qualifications for said interior designers; 
and regulates applications for said employment. 

On November 17, the LAC, along with members of the National 
Kitchen and Bath Association (NKBA) and the Interior Design 
Protection Council (IDPC), met with Chairman Walsh (House chair, 
State Administration) to discuss this legislation. It was noted to the 
chairman that this same exact legislation was vetoed by the governor in 
August 2008. It was also noted that since there has been no public out- 
cry due to the unregulated practice of interior design in Massachusetts, 
there is no need to certify a title. At the chairman’s request, the LAC, 
NKBA and IDPC all have agreed to continue working with the com- 
mittee on this issue. 


SB 983—An act relative to the creation of a Fire Prevention 
Regulations Appeals Board 
The bill is currently before the Joint Committee on Public Safety and 
Homeland Security 
This bill would establish a Fire Prevention Regulations Appeals 
Board consisting of the 13 members of the Board of Fire Prevention 
Regulations. Whoever is aggrieved by any act, rule, order, decision, re- 
quirement or direction, or by any state or local official charged with the 
enforcement of the state fire code relative to the fire-protection require- 
ments relating to buildings or structures, may appeal within 45 days. 
On June 25, the LAC testified in favor of this bill. The BSA Codes 
Committee and the LAC believe that since there is currently no process 
for filing an appeal to a fire-prevention regulation, the creation of a 
board to hear such appeals would be a great benefit to all designers.

HB 2220/2221—Acts relative to automatic sprinklers 
The bill is currently before the Joint Committee on Public Safety and 


Homeland Security 


HB 2220 would require all dormitories, fraternity houses and soror- 
ity houses to be equipped with “hard-wired” smoke detectors in all 
common hallway areas. HB 2221 would classify dormitories, fraternity 
houses and sorority houses as lodging or boarding houses subject to

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A new cycle of street life in Boston 


Shauna Gillies-Smith ASLA, LEED AP, principal of Ground Inc., and 
Mark Pasnik RA, LEED AP, principal of over,under, gave a recent talk 
co-hosted by the BSA and LivableStreets Alliance. We caught up with 


them afterwards. 


What role should design play in 
creating livable communities? 


Shauna: A major premise of our 
talk was that design matters. 

We fundamentally believe that 
the quality of city life is affected 
by design decisions. We tend to 
think of nice cities as being old, 
historic places that were designed 
on a different scale for a different 
set of constraints. In a contempo- 
rary city, we can still design that 
experience in, but we have to do 
it with a different set of param- 
eters and goals. 


Mark: Good design is about 
making smart decisions about 

a place and its qualities. It’s not 
just window-dressing. Thinking 
about issues as they relate to 
transportation, community 
building, public space—all these 
things are crucial to the success 
of a street. 


Shauna: During a Build Boston 
panel on landscape urbanism, 
Tim Love AIA brought up the 
ecological street and the urban 
street. When you add on the con- 
cept of a livable street, it becomes 
an exciting possibility where the 
street can be designed for use 

by a full range of transporta- 
tion modes and be an enjoyable 
experience while working in an 
ecological way, like treating the 
stormwater. 
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How do we carry forward the 
momentum from Boston's antici- 
pated bike-share program? 


Mark: At the BSA/LivableStreets 
event, we were very pleased to see 
an enthusiastic army of people 
who are interested in design 

and improving the city even 
though they are not designers 
themselves—actually, because 
they're not. 


Shauna: The logical place to start 
with the bike-share is the sta- 
tions’ design. If we design these 
bike stations with the same sort 
of interest and enthusiasm that 
was in that room, we can catalyze 
even more energy about the 
program. 


Mark: Yes, the city could promote 
that enthusiasm further by run- 
ning a design competition for 
the stations, signage or another 
component of the program’s 
implementation. This would be 
a fresh way to implement a bike- 
share program in Boston, which 
doesn’t have the kind of infra- 
structure that Paris, Barcelona 
and other cities have. 


Shauna: Visibility and identity 
are important. Having some 
recognizable theme or identity 
would make people who weren't 
cyclists more aware of the pro- 
gram asa part of our everyday 
city. You wouldn’t have drivers 
leaning out their windows saying, 
“Get on the bike path!” 


Mark: My partner and I went 

to Paris last year. The Vélib’ 
system changed the way we saw 
moving through the city. You get 
your bike, you ride it, you leave

it behind and then you walk 
somewhere else and get another 
bike. In Boston, we're so used to 
locking up our bikes, being con- 
cerned about them and having 
to come back to the same place. 
Under the bike-share model, the 
experience is fluid between bik- 
ing, walking and public trans- 
portation, all without ever having 
to return back to something you 
own. 


Shauna: My last trip to Paris was 
a very nodal experience. We'd 


absorb the place we were in, then 
get on the subway and go under- 
ground to the next node. Metro 
Boston has similarly developed 
around T stops. For me, it is 
exciting to have another means 
of shared transportation that is 
about a continual experience of 
the city.
